PREFACE. 


) write the Lives of 

Great and Good Men, 

bath been the peculiar Care 
of Perſons of all Ages and 
Religions; and this as well 
to tranſmit their Names and 
Afions to Poſlerity, and to 
make them ( as it were) live 
' > after death, as to propagate 
their Opinions, and to excite 
others to the proſecution of 
thoſe Vertues , which have 
A 3 c0n- 


The Preiace, 
ecntrituted 10 make their 
Names immortal, Hence 
among the Heathens, nothing 
was more carefully attended 
to, than the Writing of their 
Hiſtories ; In which parti- 
cular, ite Fgyptians, the 
Chaldeans,and the Perſians 
excelled. For they generally 
weuld not ſuffer any to Com- 
pile the Hiſtories of their 
own Countries , but ſuch as 
were appointed thereto on 
purpoſe. And among thoſe, as 
the Babylonians had their 
Public Archroes ; ſo had 
the Egyptians their Pil- 
lars, on which in Hierogly- 
plick Notes and Sacred 
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The Preface: 
Charafters they were wont to 
Record their memorable Afs. 


Nor were the Romans in- 
feriour to thoſe Polite Na- 


' tions, in this Point; ſince 


they had their Pontifices 
Maxim, to make wp their 
Public Records 'or Annals. 
But above all others, the 
Chineſes, ſo renowned for 
their Government and happy 
Inuentions, do herein merit 
alſo the largeſt Fame, having 
generally in their Hiſtorians, 
as well as Princes , but the 
ſame continued Series. 

To come migher to the 
preſent Subjeft ; What hath 
been more Read, and that 

A 4 with 
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with Applauſe, among the 
Latin Hiſtorians, than Sue- 
tonius's Lives, and Plu- 
tarch's Morals among the 
Greeks. Not to mention , 
That Alexander the Great 
had a Curtius, and an Ari- 
an, who undertook, that the 
Memory of bis Vidterzes, 
wherewith that young Con- 
queror overran Alla, and 
made Europe and Atric to 
tremble, ſhould not periſh 
in the ſame Grave with 
him. 

To paſs on to the Philo- 
ſophers ; Diogenes Laertius 
wrote their Lives, but whe- 
ther well or ill I ſhall nt 


now 
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now determine ; but add, 

that even Apollonius Tya- 
nxus, one of the worſt of 
Men, wanted not bis Damis 
and Philoſtratus to conſign 
the Memoirs of that Dia- 
bolical Pythagorean to 
after Ages. 

And not to dwell any 
longer among the Heathens, 
The Jews, who were taught 
by immediate Revelation 
from Heaven , had their | 
Prieſts to Regiſter the Afti- 
ons of their Republic. Nor 
were the Chriſtians, as they 
profeſt the beſt Religion, leſs 
careful than others , to have 
the gallant Aflions of thoſe 

Pri- 
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Primitive Hero's tranſcribed + 
and committed to Poſterity: 
And therefore Care was ta- 
hen, That there ſhould be 
Notaries in every Church, 
(and that early too ) which 
were to tranſcribe the Afts 
of the Martyrs, the partica- 
lars of their Diſcourſes, and 
the circumflances of their 
Sufferings , that in thoſe 
Days of Trial, others might 
be encouraged to aſpire to 
that Celeſtial Glory, which 
was to be the Sequel of ſo 
many famous T, erreftrial 
Miferies. 

And in the Fourth Age, 
when Chriſtianity begun to 
triumph 
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triumph over Paganiſm , as 
having Chriſtian Emperors 
for its Narſing Fathers , 
tho ſore afflifted by the peſti- 
lent Herefie of Arius , as 
it was the moſt Learned Age, 
that (at leaſt) the Primitive 
Church had; ſo nothing was 
more common than a recital 
of their Vertues at the Fu- 
nerals of good Men, and 
thoſe deſcribed with all the 
Eloquence and Ornament , 
that Truth, aſſifled with Se- 
cular Learning, could bear. 
Which ftrains' of Rhetoric , 
however abus d by the Super- 
ſtition and Ignorance of the 
following Ages, were only 

deſignd, 
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deſignd , that the Living 
ſhould Copy after thoſe fair 
Patterns, which thoſe dying 
Worthies had ſet them. 

To omit others, we have 
Saint Gregory Nazianzen 
juſtly flyled the Divine, not 
ferupling in his Funeral 
Orations to commend his Fa- 
ther Gregory , 4s Brother 
Cxfarius, and his Siſter 
Gorgonia, notwithſtanding 
the nearneſs of their Rela- 
tion, in that flowing Vein 
of Oratory, which he bad ſo 
often ſeen opened at Athens. 
He there opened all the 
Boxes of his Perfuming 
Eloquence , that the ſweet 

Odor 
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Odor of their Vertues might 
be diffuſed with a more 
chearing fragrancy. 
 Thys was the Prafiice of 
that Age , which celebrated 
Vertue in Perſons, diſtin- 
guiſhed thereby from the 
Crowd of common and bare 
Profeſſors, by Men, tho not 
much ſeparated in Blood. 
And it was by ſuch Inſtances, 
that Chriſtianity ſhewed 
what it could do, when its 
Divine Precepts are ſtridlly 
obſerved, and what Monu- 
ments of Praiſe and Grati- 
tude it hath erefled to its 
Glorious Founder in every 
Age.

In all theſe ſhort Stages 
of his Youth, he was ſo far 
from fruſtrating the Hopes 
which his Parents had concei- 
ved of him , that the great 
Proficiency under his ſeveral

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Maſters, adorned with his meek © 
and obliging humor , . eaſily 
gained him rhe Favour of his | 
Inſtructors, and the Eſteem of Þ 
his more diligent School-Fellows. 
In which ſtate he continued till !:

Chriſti College in Oxon, in Faly 
1623. at the Age of Fiftcen;

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with two or three more of the 
ſame ſtanding and College ; aſter 
| he had by the way paid a viſit 
to his Friends in Cambridge, and 
ſetled himſelf at Fulers Rents. 
When he went into Sacred 
Orders, I cannot learn ; for he 
hath in his Diaries very rarely 
taken any notice of any Preter, 
ment beſtowed on him , as-t 
compatible with that low and 
mean Opinion he entertained of 
himſelf; only this I find, that 
the firſt time he Preached was 
in April 1632 , at; Glextworth ; 
- by which may be collected, chat 
he was not admitted into Or-W 
ders till he had commenced 
Maſter of Arts. : 
He ſtayed a Quarter of a 
year in Fullers Rents, onde 
he removed to $70 College , for 
the benefit of the good Library A 
in that place. And he enjoy'd 7 
himſelf 
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himſelf and his Friends freely 
and without noiſe ; and as he 
thirſted afrer more Knowledge , 
and daily improved it in thar 
Retirement,ſo he had in the year 
following ſome hopes of ſhew- 
ing it to the benefit of others 
(tho he was ſufficiently averſe 
to all oftentation ) in becoming 
Chaplain to that Worthy and 
Learned Society of Lincolns Inn. 
And there he met with no ſmall 
encouragment in his Pretenſions, 
having gain'd the approbation 
of the moſt Judicious Perſons 


| concerned in that EleRion ; but 


he ſucceeded not in his deſign, 
another man (who had a lowder 
Voice)being preterr'd before him. 
| Andnow, leſt his diſappoint- 
ment ſhould tempt him to de- 
{pond, the All-wiſe God , who 
knew beſt what was fit for him, 
and who never fails thoſe that 
C 2 dilf- 
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diligently ſeck and ſerve him, as 
we may charitably conclude our 
Mr.Rainbow then did , ſince he 
hath left fo many Teſtimonies 
of his private Deyotion in his 
Diaries; He, I ſay, did not for- 
ſake him in his exigency. For, 
after this generous diſmiſſion , 
rather than refuſal of him at 
Lincolns Inn,where he had ſtayed 
two or three Months, he was in 
Fune the ſame year made Ourate 
at the Savoy , and from thence 
invited to return to his beloyed 
College of Magdalen, by Doftor 
Smith, the Maſter, and ſome of 
the Fellows, with the profer of 
the firſt Fellowſhip that fell. Þ 
Any Preferment in that place 
was like to be acceptable to Mr. 
Rainbow; but the thought thereof 
had an irreſiſtible Charm to 
bring him thither, when ſeconded Z 
with the kindneſs of that Soci- 
cry, 7 
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ety, which (in contradiction to 
the old Proverb) forgot him not 
in his Abſence. 

The Profer was noble and 
tempting and mer with an agree- 
able (ucceſs; for Mr. Rainbow 
upon this returns to the Colege ; 
and accordingly onNov.13.1633 
he was Pre-ele&ted Fellow pro 
Domino fundatore, of the Foun- 
dation, and thereupon in Fax.28 
tollowing he was admitted to the 
Vacancy of the next Fellowſhip. 
Bur that, it ſeems (as Expedtarti- 
ons often are but airy) did not 
ſoon fall, and therefore that he 
might not have a Title without 
profit, he was elected and ad- 
mitted into a Fellowſhip pro 
Doftore Goch, in Fune 24. 1634 
which notwithſtanding he would 
not accept of without a Salvo 
jure & intereſſe in his former 
Eleftion , left it ſhould preju- 
C 3 cc 
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dice his Right to a Fellowſhip 
of the Foundation : To which 
condition the Maſter and- the 


Fellows willingly conſented. For. 
they who ſo much defired his. 


company,would not (to enjoy it) 
{crupke ar any thing which was 
nor inconſiſtent with their Oaths 
and Statutes.Purſuant of which

they unanimouſly decreed, that 
his firſt EleQtion and Admiſſion 
ſhould be ſufficient for him to 
obtain and enjoy what Fellow- 
ſhip ſoever firſt and next vacant, 
unle(s appropriate to ſomeSchool 
or Scholarſhip by its Original 
Foundation. Which Decree cx- 
tended to four Fellowſhips more 
than his firſt Admiſſion; a thing 
{o uncommon, that I am aſſu- 
red from a very good hand, the 
like inſtance cannot eaſily be 
met with in that College Books. 

| We 
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We have ſeen Mr. Rainbow re- 
ſetled in that College, letus in 
the next place fee , whether he 
will anſwer that expectation and 
hopes which had been conceived 
of him. 

Tounderſtand this the better, 
we will conſider him under a 
double capacity, as a Preacher, 
and as a Tutor. As to the for- 
mer of theſe, tho I cannot (as 
I have already mentioned) find 
the Time when he entred into 
Holy Orders;yet I am informed, 
Thar after his fixing again in the 
Uniyerſfity;he preached two Ser- 
mons at S.Paxls Croſs ; the one in 


| Sept. 28. 1634, upon Joh. 6. 27, 


which he printed at the entreaty 


E of his Friends, and Entituled ir, 


Labour forbidden and commanded, 
and Dedicated the ſame to Sir 
John Wray , Baronet , and his 
Brother Mr. Edward Wray : And

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another in 1639. And in the 
Univerſity he became a very 
celebrated Preacher, as he had 
formerly been highly reſpected 
for ſome other. Exerciſes per- 
formed by him there in his 

oungper years: For his Sermons 
before the Univerſity were heard 
with great applauſe. His Audi- 
ence was always crowded and 
thronged; and to give you one 
Inſtance of the preat eſteem he 
had publickly gained as an emi: 
nent Preacher, I need only men- 
tion, that when he who was 


appointed to Preach in the #7 | 


verſity Church, failed to perform

thar duty , the Vice Chancellor 
(that then was) earneſtly deſired Þ 


Mr. Rainbow to ſupply that public |

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perſon he condeſcended toit.And 
his ready Parts and great Abili- 
ties enabled him, by Gods Blc(:

him from attempring. 

This was indeed a Public 
Trial and Atteſtation of his 
Worth, and thar before ſo Emi- 
nent and Learned a Society ;

Truſt he did ſo far anſwer, that ! 
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that joyned to the often Viſits 
he made the Earl of Sufo/k, in 
| the 
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the Company of the Earls Sons 
from Cambridge, during the time 
of that Noble Perſons long affli- 
ion upon the racks of the Gout, 
acquired him not only an high 
eſteem at that time , but made 
way for his higher advancement 
in the Church afterwards , 
through the Favour and Kind- 
neſs (I might have added the 
true Gratitude) of that Noble 
Family. For the Earl by this 
means came to haye a true 
knowledge of Mr.Rainbow's real 
worth. and from thence con- 
tracted an high value for him, 
and a Kindneſs proportionable

To return again to Cambridge,

after his Settlement in the Col-

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Year 1640, he did him the 
Honour (among other Truſtees) 
to' make him one; as remem- 
bring nor only how careful a 
Tutor he was over his Sons, but 
how happy an Inſtrument he i 
had that year been in reconciling 
a Diflerence betwixt himſelf and 
his Eldeſt Son. 5 | 
This great Truſt Mr. Rainbov, | 
becaufe young, undertook with 
ſome unwillingneſs; bur he dif: 
charged it afterwards with all þ 
imaginable Fidelity ; therein not | 
propofing to himſelf the leaſt | 
improvement of his own private | 
Fortunes, but the Advantage of | 
that Noble Family. And,while | 
he continued therein after the 
death of Earl Theophilus, which | 
happened in June in the Year 
laft mentioned, tho his Care for Þ 
the Eſtate * of his Honourable | 
* "Charge was great, yet was _ : 
ol - 
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leſs for the great Concern of 
rheir Souls:, without which the 
other had been leſs valuable ; 
and over whom, agreeable to his 


Function, he was very watchful 


and diligent; and God was not 
wanting to bleſs his Pious en- 
deayours therein with a ſuitable 
Return. Which Happineſs was 
not confined to thoſe Noble 
Youths he had under his pecu- 
liar Tuition , but extended to 
other young Perſons of the No- 
bility, who frequented that 
Family. For he obſerving ſome 
Extravagancies in them, roo in- 
cident to men of their Figure, 
and who meet with manyTemp- 
tations, and eſpecially with one, 
that of Flattery , the bane of 
Youth, wrought {o- upon their 
Spirits by his cogent Reaſons, 
and infinuating Rhetoric, that 
they gratefully accepted of ſome 

b 2 Prayers 
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Prayers compoſed by Mr. Rain- 
bow, which were ſuited ro rheir 
particular condition , as was ap- 
parent by ſome Papers ſeen after 
his death. And thoſe Noble Per- 
ſons had ever afterwards a juſt 
veneration and a true kindneſs 
for him. Hence became he ſo 


much the Favourite of the Fa- 


milies of Suffolk, Northamber- 
land, Warwick, and Orrery. And 
ſince I have mentioned the laſt, 
I cannot forbear to add, that he 
who firſt bore that Title , hath 


in his Divine Poems , which he 


wrote in his declining years, 
bating the difference of the Lan- 
guages, outſtript thoſe of Pru- 
dentius (who alſo compoſed his 
in his old Age )-in the richneſs 
of Fancy, and in delicacy of 
Expreſſion. And as he had in 
other Topics (compoſed for his 
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not a chaſt and elegant Style, 
even when he treated on leſs 
ſevere and ſerious Subjects ; ſo 
hath he in thoſe his Poems on 
the Feſtivals acquired a Repu- 
tation , which will never be de- 
ny d his Merit till Wit and Judy- 
ment be exil'd the World, no 
more than Poſterity can without 
the higeſt Injuſtice refuſe rhe 
Title of a moſt acurate Experi- 
mental Philoſopher to his yet 
ſurviving Brother, and our Bi- 
ſhops Friend , -the Honourable 
Mr. Roþert Boyle ; a Gentleman, 
who js-no leſs happy in, and 
reſpeted for a ſweetneſs of— 
Temper, than for his Ingenuity. 
And the preſent Age ſeems fo 
much in love with his Philoſo- 
* phical Experiments, and Dif: 
= courſes upon them, by which he 
hath ſignalized himſelf ro the 
greateſt part of Europe , that 
+ uy even 
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even a Critic of anorher Nation, 
not very ready to beftow Com- 
plements upon others ;but when 
even compefled thereto by 
Truth, cannot ven, but thathis 
Experiments and Reflexions have 
always an Air of Solidity. To 
which may be juftly added,that 
as he hath enriched Natural Phi- 
lofophy with hjs choice Obſer-

He had been a Mourner be- 
fore this, in the general loſs of 
the Nation, in the horrid Mur- 
ther of their Gracious Sovereign, 
and was a particular one in the 
Interment of that truly Religious 
Lady,the LadySuſanna, Counteſs 
f Suffolk ; the Hiſtory of whoſe 
Vertues is far from being Apo- 
ryphal.Nor did ſhe want a faith- 
ul Hiſtorian in Do&tar Edward 
inbow, whoin May 13.1649. 
nade her Funeral Sermon in

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In this place did our Dr.Rain- 
bow refide, pleaſed with his pre- 
ſent condition, and his Pariſhio- 
ners no leſs pleaſed with him, 
till April 1659,when the Rectory 
of Benefield in Northamptonfhire, 
valued at 200 /.or 300 /. per Av- 
,«m,and of the Gift of the Earl 
of Warwick,fell Vacant, and was 
profered him by the ſaia Noble 
Earl ; which he utterly refuſed, 
becauſe the Tryers, with whom 
he was reſolved to have nothing 
to do, were then in power ; till 
there was ſent him a Preſenta- 
tion from the Earl of Warwick, 
with an Aſſurance, That he might 
be poſſeſt of Benefield withour 
going to the Tryers. Which laſt 
Favour had been procured him 
by the Earl of Orrery, then only 
Lord Broghil, and both out of 
the reſpe&t which thoſe Honou- 
rable Perſonages had to his

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Worth and {weet Temper. 
Having (tho very unwilling to 
leave his Retirement at Che/ter- 
ford ) accepted of the Preſenta- 
tion to Benefie/d,upon the aboye- 
mentioned Conditions; wherein 
by the by the Reader may ee, 
how careful he was not to make 
Shipwreck of a good Conſcience 


for any Temporal Benefit or Ad- . | 


vancement, he managed things 
there as he had done at LzttleChe- 
fterford , compoſing all his Pray- 
ers for the Church out of the 
Liturgy ; which being repeated 
by him at the Offices of Chri- 
ſtening , Burial, &c. by Heart, 
which the Ignorant People not 
underſtanding, liked well. And 
there he lived with great content, 
and in quietneſs ; being kindly 
treated by that People, who 
roughly treated others of the 
ſame FunQtion. 


Before, 
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' Before, in the courſe of our 
| Hiſtory , I come to that Great 
' and happy year of 1660, when 
| ourlate Sovereign, CA RLE $ 
' the Merciful, was reſtored with 
| the joyful Acclamations of all 
his Loving Subjects to his Crown 
and Dignity, and his Loyal Sub- 
jets to their Privileges , Laws 
and Religion, I am to inform 
the Reader, That Dr. Raz#how 
had the ſatisfaction to hear , as 
the Nation had to know , that 
Oliver Cromwell put a Period to 
the ſitring of that Long Parlia- 
ment, which had ruined three 
Kingdoms , and unhinged the 
whole Royal Family, by pre- 
tending to Reform the firſt. And 
this was done after they had 
ſat about Twelve years, in 1653, 
on that very day in which Dr. 
Rainbow was born. A Tranſ\- 
ation, at which he not only 
E 3 publickly 
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publickly rejoyced , becauſe it | 
happened on the Day of his | 
Nativity ; but he alſo noted ir Þ 
in his Diary, with a Prayer, | 
That God would turn it to the | 


good of the Church and Nation. 


Bur to proceed : In the Year 


1660, when the Finger of God 
ſanally appeared in bringing, in 


this our Nation, a King to the | 


Throne of his Royal Progeni- 
tors, after Twelve years Exile, 
and without a Stroke ſtruck, 
notwithſtanding that there was 
a Veteran Army,fluſhed in Blood 
and Vidcory, and trained up in 
an averſion ro Monarchy then 
in _ the Church was alſo 
reſtored with the King. And 


then all thoſe Worthy Perſons, 
who in the preceding Times of 
Rebellion and Confuſion had 
been Sufferers by loſs of Goods 
or Places, or by Impriſonment, 

or 
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* or by Baniſhment, were either 
| reſtored to the places which they 
' had formerly poſſeſſed, or were 
' preferred ro higher Honours. 
' Among others, Dr.Rainbow was 
| reſtored to his Maſterſhip of 
' Magdalen College, and by the 
| favour and ſolicitation of his 
Noble Friends was made Chap- 
lain to his late Majeſty , King 
CHARLES the Second ; and 
in the Year following was made 
Dean of Peterborough, where he 

had formerly been a Scholar. 
Thither he removed in A- 
guſt 1661,with a deſign to reſide 
there ; but his ſtay there was 
not long, Preferments coming 
now thick upon him. For he 
was the next Year called to Cam- 
bridge, being elected Vice-Chan- 
cellor of thar famous Univerſity 
inNov41662.Which earlyEleftion 
of him to that great Truſt, was 
E 4 not 
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not only a public Teſtimony of 


the Univerſitics great eſteem for | 


him, but of his Loyalty too. 


In the diſcharge of the Vice- | 
Chancellors Office he acquitted 
himſelf with ſufficient Reputa- | 
tion, and in the management | 
thereof forgot not the Care and | 
Intereſt of that College, whereof | 
he was the Head. For whereas | 
the Office of a Proctor came not | 
to that College in 44 Years, he | 
got it to bz publickly ordered | 
and confirmed by His late Ma- | 


jeſty, that that Office ſhould 
return to Magdalen College 
every Ninth Year; and by a 
Politic fixing the Fpocha of this 
new Circle, got a Courſe to his 
own College ſooner than it could 
expect. And not only fo, bur 
becauſe ſome who were put up 
to Preach in the Univerſity 
Church, got tor a ſmall ſum of

| Mony others to do it for them, 
| who performed it ſo meanly, 
* that it turn'd often to the diſho- 
' nourthereof ; to prevent which, 
| he procured a Muldt of 4os. 
to be impoſed on every ſuch 
Offender, and to give a good 
Example therein to the Maſters 
of Art, the Heads of the Col- 
leges (by his inſtigation) yielded 
to Preach there in their Turns. 
And now being fix'd again in 
his former ſtation , with the 
additional Revenue of the Dean- 
ry of Peterborough, he had more 
than ſatisfi'd his Ambition, which 
never aim'd higher than ſuch a 
{tation, as wherein he might 
live decently, and might be 
capacitated to be ſerviceable to 
his Country. But, beyond his 
Wiſhes, no leſs than above his 
Expectation , was he Elected 
Biſhop of Carliſle in ——— 
| the 
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the Tranſlation of the Right 


Reverend Dr. Richard Stern to | 


the Archiepiſcopal See of 7ork. 


This new Advancement was | 


directly contrary to his mind, 


as he declared it to thoſe Ho- | 
nourable Friends of his,who had | 
therein ſolicited for him. His | 
truly Primitive temper put him | 
upon the declining of that high | 
and honourable Employment in | 
the Church ; the great Care of | 
{o many Souls, as would thereby | 
be devolved upon him, aftrighted | 
and deterrd him a while from | 
embracing that Honour , which | 
ſo many court in vain, who ſo | 


little know how to diſcharge it. 
He look'd upon himſelf , as did 
the Ancient Fathers, to be unfit 
for that High Calling ; which 
was,tho in his Judgment, highly 
honourable, yet withal a bur- 
then too heavy tor his weak 

Shoulders 
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Shoulders to bear and ſuſtain. 
| He was deſirous, as our Moſt 
Reverend and Learned Primate, 
Archbiſhop Parker, was in the 
laſt Ape, to be ſerviceable to the 
Church, tho moving in a lower 
Sphere, and only that he might 
enjoy thoſe Promotions and 
Dignities he had then arrived to, 
without aſcending higher. 

Thus meanly did he think of 
himſelf (what others often con- 
tradicted him in) as not ſuffici- 
ently qualified for that high Dig- 
nity, and had ſtill refuſed it , if 
the Importunity of his Friends 
had not ar laſt prevailed with 
him to decline it no longer. And 
there was one thing which con- 
tributed not a little to his ac- 
cepting of it; the great reſpect 
which he had for two ancient 
and very deſerving Friends , 
which upon his removal to Car- 


liſle 
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liſle were to ſucceed him in his | 
preſent Promotions; the one in | 
his Deanry, and the other in his | 


Maſterſhip. 
Overcome at laſt with the 


Deſires and Arguments of his | 


Friends, he accepted of that 


Honourable Dignity , that was | 
procured him by his Noble Pa- | 
trons Mediation ; and accord. | 
ingly was Conſecrated in Fuly | 
1664, at London, by the Moſt | 
Reverend Facher in God, Dr. | 
Gilbert Sheldon, then Lord Arch- | 
biſhop of Canterbury, and came | 


ro ſettle at Roſe Caſtle in Cumber- 
land, the Palace for the Biſhops 
of that See, on Sep7.3. following. 

I ought to mention, Thar his 
generoſity in this Caſe was fo 
great, that tho (perhaps) he was 
at that time in ſuch Circum- 
ſtances,as to need ſome aſſiſtance 


to defray the neceſſary Charges 


0, 


wy 
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of his Conſecration, Firſt-Fruits, 
and his Journy to, and Settle- 
ment in his Dioceſs; yet did 
not he ſo much as defire to hold 
the Maſterſhip of Magdalen Col- 
lege in Commendam for a while 
with his Biſhoprick ; but pre- 
ſently and freely reſigned both 
that Place and his Deanry of 
Peterborough to his Succeſſors in 
them both ; alcho ſuch Favours 
as the retaining one of them 
for ſome time , had not unuſu- 
ally been granted to others 
upon the like Promotion. 

We have now ſeen him aſcend 
by Steps into the Epiſcopal 
Throne; a Dignity which the 
Primitive Church of Chriſt had 
ſo great a Veneration for, and 
which in Times of hot Perſe- 
cution had been ſo often ſprink- 
led with the Blood of thoſe who 


far thereon ; they - exchanging 
chat 
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that tickliſh Honour for an In- 
mortal Crown of Glory , by 
that of Martyrdom,we will noy | 
take a ſtand, and view how he 
diſcharges that Sacred Office. 
He found his Palace at Ro{c- 
Caſtle much ruinated ; a great | 
part of it being burnt down by 
_ the Rebels in the late times of 
Rebellion, and bur little Repaired | 
$tzzac by his immediate Predeceſlor ; | 1 
tho he had recciv'd great Advan- | 
tages by entring upon that Biſho. | ſen 
prick after ſo long a Vacancy, | el 
and the Expiration of the Te- | thi 
nants Leaſes, which engaged him | #1 
in a Suit about Dilapidations 
with his Predeceſſor, then his 
Metropolitan. In which Trouble | of 
he was unwillingly embark'd, as | dr 
that which was both repugnant | #« 
to his Meek Nature, and was (in | 
his Thoughts) unbecoming Per- | P 
ſons of that Sacred Character. at 
Aitcr 
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After the concluſion of that 
long Suit , he was at great Ex- 
pence in Building at Roſe-Caftle, 
for he built the Chapel anew, 
and made ſeveral other Additi- 
ons and Conveniences there. 

But tho theſe Edifices were 
Coſtly as well as Troubleſom; 
yet there was another ſort of 
Building which he was more 
intent upon, the Building of 
God's Churth in the Spiricual 
ſenſe ; and thar, either by him- 
ſelf or his Aſſiſtants , his Bre- 
thren, the Clergy , in the dili- 
gent Preaching of Gods Word; 
in the due Adminiſtration of rhe 
Holy Sacraments ; in Catechifing 
of Youth, (which word is ren- 
dred by ſome Graimmarians, 7s 
build up in the Holy Faith;) 
in adviſing them to walk in the 
Paths of Vertue and Holineſs, 
and in admoniſhing and reclaim- 

ing 
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ing the more Looſe from their 
Immoralities. 
As this was his great Pro- 


vince; ſo was it his delire and | 
endeavour to ſce,that the Clergy | 
ſubordinate to him ſhould do } 
their Duties. In the manage- | 
ment of which, when ſome who | 
had been ſufficiently Criminal | 
and Neglecttul in the diſcharge | 


of their FuaCtion , were juſtly 
reproved by him for ſo doing; 


tho that was done too at the firſt | 
with Meekneſs enough, yer he | 
met with a very rude Treat- | 
ment from them, and much un- | 
becoming their ſtation; neverthe- | 


leſs both that and the Ill Returns 
made him from perſons whom 
he had highly obliged , was far 
from making him Vindictive, 


if his public Character and the | 


intereſt of the Church were not 
interwoven with his own Con- 


cern, | 
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cern. For then he would take 
care to reſcue both from Con- 
tempt, leſt the Common Caule 
might ſuffer by his own ſupine 
Negligence. I ſhall nor here 
revive the remembrance of thoſe 
Afﬀronts to that Sacred Order 
by particularizing thoſe which 
were offered to him, and there- 
fore will forbear to mention the 
oftending Perſons Names, wiſh- 
ing that the Faults of ſome of 
them may be buried in the ſame 
Graves with their Authors ; and 
only add , That generally the 
Troubles which befel him after 
his advancemeat to the Epiſco- 
pal Authority, were occaſioned 
by his Conſcientious diſcharge 
of that Sacred Office ; which 
doth not ſeldom make the beſt 
of Men fall under the weight of 
popular Odium. For , altho I 
am far from pretending to 
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exempt him in his Management | 
of that Dignity from Miſtakes 
and Errors, and tis certain his | 
own Humility taught him ano- 
ther Leſſon, than to aſpire to the | 
ſwelling Title of /nfalzble ; ye Þ* 
generally his Failings were ſuch F 
as might admit of an eafie Apo. | 
logy , without the aſliſtance of | 
Political Refinings, to which he F 


was very much a Stranger. 


Bur to return from whence [| | 
have digreſſed : As he inſpected | 
the Lives and Manners of his þ 
Clergy, and their performance | 
of their Paſtoral Charge; fo 
was not he wanting to ſer them F 
a good Pattern himſelf. , being | 
aſſured, that nothing won more | 


upon the Minds and Conſci 
ences of Men than a good Ex- 


ample, eſpecially in thoſe who 


attend ar Gods Altar, and dil: 
penſe his Holy Word, _—_ 
0 
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fold the Sacred Myſteries of our 


holy Religion. He therefore - 


reſoyed to ſer them a Copy as 
legible as his human Frailties 
would permit it to be written, 
' that they fairly imitating it, the 
Laity might be invited to tran- 
ſcribe it from them. 

Purſuant of his Pious deſign, 
he Preached not only in his 
Courles at the Cathedra}, bur 
often there alſo upon occaſional 
days ; as alſo frequently at his 
own Chappel at Roſs, at Dalſton 
Church, and the adjacent Chap- 
pels, till hindred from this per- 
formance by the Gout ; the 
Racks of which were not pro- 
bably more troubleſom than 
their Conſequence ; his being 
thereby forcd to omit his 
Public Duty. And Catechiſing 
he ſo much kept up, that to 
oblige ſome: jndigens Perſons to 
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attend ir, to their own Spiritual | 
advantage, and the building 
themſelves in the moſt Holy 
Faith, he gave them Mony. 
Neither was his Hoſpitality, 
offending againſt the Canons of | 
the Church ; bur like that of a | 


Biſhop. His Entertainment was 


free; his Table was well fur | 
niſhed with Varieties ; his Con- | 


verſation pleaſant and yet grave, 
divertive and yet inſtruCting ; 
often feeding the Minds, as well 
as the Bodies of his Gueſts. 


We have obſerved his way | 
of Procedure as to what re-| 
lated ro. the Church ; now the 
ordering of his Family chal- 


lenges our next Conſideration. 
The Government of his pri 
vate Family was modelled in 
imitation of that of the Church ; 
that is, Regular. Four times a 
day was God publickly calld 


upon 
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upon by Prayers in that Family ; 
twice in the Chappel . which 
part his Lordſhips Chaplains 
performd; and twice in the 


Dining-Room; the later of theſe 


at Six in the Morning and Nine 


at Night, was the uſual Task of 


our Right Reverend and Worthy 
Prelate himſelf , if not diſabled 
by Sickneſs. As if he who was 
the Maſter of the Family,would 
open it every Morning, and lock 
it up every Night, by the Key 
of Prayer. 

All known Profaneſs and 
Swearing were baniſhed thence : 
For this made as much diſcord 
in that Family, as an ill Muſt- 
cian did in Plato's Schools. 
Offenders in Debauchery were 
at firſt reproved and admoniſh- 
cd; and if they relapſed into 
the ſame Fault, they were often 
diſmiſsd the Houſe ; unleſs 
F 3 . rhere 
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there appeared viſible ſigns of | 
Repentance, and thoſe vſhered | 
in with feryent Promiſes, to þ 
make thoſe good by their ut- F 


molt endeavours. 


While the Suit was continued | 
betwixt rhe then Archbiſhop of | 
Worthy Prelate, | 

V12, in the Year 1668, he was | 
once offered to be removed | 
from the See of Carliſle to that | 
of Lincolu, by the moſt Reve- | 
rend Father in God Gilbert Shel- | 
don, Lord Archbiſhop of Can- |

terbury. A Prelate, who, beſides 
the Monuments he erected to 
his Name by his truly primi- 
tive ;Vertues , hath left one at 
Oxford, 'that famous Theatre 
built at his own charge , and 
dedicated to the uſes of the 


Public,the ſervice of the Church, 


and the Muſes. A Structure, 
which (if the World laſt fo 
long) 
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long) may continue the Name 
of that Pious Archbiſhop longer 
{ than the Agyprtian Pyramids , 
' have continued the memory of 
| their ambitious and vainglorious 
' Founders. 

Dr. Raznbow liſtned with ſome 
pleaſure to that Motion of the 
good Archbiſhop, as being deſti- 
rous to be freed from the Inquie- 
tudes which his legal Diſpute 
with his Metropolitan in the 
above-mentioned Caſe of Dila- 
pidations did create him. But 
herein he met with too potent 
an Adverlary to be ſucceſsful ; 
a great Lady, with whom he 
had formerly had ſome acquain- 
trance, and a juſt reſpe&t : Bur, 
when ſhe ' had forfeited his 
Eſteem, and that of all good 
Men, by the proſtitution of her 
Honour , our good Biſhop did 
not then think himſelf obliged,

Albeit the pious Arch- 
biſhop ſo far prevailed over 
thar Ladies Intereſt as to per 
an [riſh Biſhop, deſigned before 
for Carliſle, and with the 
thoughts whereof he had been 
well enough contented, to be 
placed in the ſtead of that 
Ladies Uncle , who was thereby 
gently laid aſide. 

Our Prelate was not much 
diſpleas'd at this turn of Afﬀairs, 
tho he had wiſhed the contrary 
for the above-mentioned Rea- 
ſon; to which another might 
be added , That the Biſhop of 
Lincoln's Palace at Bugden was 
ſo ſituated as to be near Cam- 
briege, and not far diſtant from 
London ; in which reſpect he 
could not have wiſhed to have 
been better fixed than there., for 
the enjoyment of his Relations 
and intimate Acquaintance; yet 

when 
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when he firſt conſidered in his 
cooler, by whoſe intereſt he was 
fruſtrared of his expectations; 
and that the Biſhoprick of Lin- 
coly, beſides its vaſt extent, 
which ſtill increaſed the Cure 


of Souls,and conſequently made | 
that greater burthen ballance 
the greater Revenue, it had (as Þ 
he thought) a greater inconve- | 
nience, that that Revenue, fupe- | 
rior to the other of Carliſle, F 
(which notwithſtanding was far | 
from tempting our Prelate to a þ 


removal to Lirzco/ln) conſiſted 


much in Penſions from the Þ 
Clergy ; ſo that he uſed ro ay, | 
That that Biſhop was maintained | 
out of the poor Clergy mans 


Mouths. 


Dr. Edward Rainbow had con- | 
tinued nigh Twenty years in | 
the excrciſe of his Epiſcopal | 
Function, tho often indifpoſed, | 


and 
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and eſpecially in his later years, 
with the Stove and the Gout ; 
two Diſeaſes of ſo acute a pain, 
that.they would not only poſe 
the patience,or rather pretended 
apathy of the proudeſt Stoical 
Philoſopher, bur put even a 
Chriſtian one to fly from Second 
Cauſes to the Firſt of all , for 
his ſupport under that torment, 
more cruel than the diſpatching 
and devouring Flames ; He had 
been Biſhop , I fay ſo long, 
when in March 1683. his Pains 
occaſioned (as was ſuppoſed) by 
the Gout in the Stomach, in- 
creaſed ; and the more they 
augmented , the more did our 
Pious Biſhop apply himſelf to 
the Phyſician of Souls , as 
looking upon the Bodily health 
to be in a declining condition ; 
albeir , to preſerve it, he neg- 
eed not to conſult ee 

or 


15 
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for the Body too, but in vain 

When he was therefore aſcer 
tained, that Death was approach 
ing him, with how much chear 
fulneſs, and with what a true 
Chriſtian Magnanimity did k| 
look the King of Terrors in the 
Face! He prepared to receiv 
him, not as an Enemy, bur as 
welcom Friend, who was to conf 
dud him out of this Vale « 
Tears, into the Manſions « 
Eternal Joy , far aboye all th 
Regions of Inſtability. He ſavſf 
his Courſe was almoſt finiſhed 
and he longed to be at th 
Goal. ; 

During this his laſt Sickneſs 
not one idle or impertinent 
word fell from him. He had 
in his Lite-time, before this laſt 
Arreſt of his Body by DiſtemP 
pers, learned a perfect reſignaÞ 
tion of himſelf to the _— 
| Wilt 
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Will and Pleaſure of Almighty 
God, and therefore received the 
approaches of Death with that 
humble ſubmiiſion to the Divine 
{ Will, and with that calmneſs 
| and ſerenity of mind, which 
are not often found bur in Per- 
ſons of a Primitive Piety. 

He had indeed begged of God, 
thar he might over-live Lady- 
day, bcauſe it would much con- 
duce to the Profit of his then 
Conſort, and ſince Mournful 
Widow. And this ſeems to have 
been granted to him , ſince he 
ſurvived the Return of that time 
no more than one day. Another 
Petition he alſo made, That his 
Reaſon and Senſes mighr conti- 
nue to the laſt moment of his 
Life ; which was alſo granted ; 
evidencing thereby, That he was 
no mean Favourite in the High 


Court of Heaven : For he lived 
till 
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till Wedneſday, March 26.1684, 
in the Evening ; and yet did he 


not miſpend his precious Hours. 
His care for Secuiar concerns, 
which was never ſo great as toÞ 


merit the Title of Fondneſs, was 


which was to be entertained in 
the preparation for, and con- | 
templation of a Future and 
Ecernal ſtate. Hence the laſt F 
Moments wherein he enjoy-Þ 
cd the uſe of his Tongue 
were ſpent in a moſt Pious man- Þ 
ner: Prudent Counſel to thoſe F 


that were about him ; Holy 
Meditations upon his own Con- 
dition at that time ; fervent 
Prayers and Supplications to the 
King of Mercy, were the happy 
employments of his Heavenly 
Soul; and all theſe performed 
with ſo much zeal and _—

which being concluded, and ob. 
ſerving his Speech to fail , he 
| ſpake theſe Words to the Com- 
pany which were then with 
him: 7: hath pleaſed God to 
take away my Speech, and 1 am 
heavy and dull; I deſire you all 
to Pray for me, That God would 
aſſiſt me with his Grace. 

After this he lay quietly , 
and ſlumbred ſometimes , till 
Eleven a Clock ar Night, when 
a ſtarting Fir (which formerly in 
his Sickneſs had troubled him 
at times) ſciz'd him ſharply for 
{ome time; then he lay quietly 
a while, tho ſenſible (as might be 
perceived) to the laſt, and fo 

breathed 
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breathed our his laſt Breath: 
yielding vv his Spirit to God , 
the Auth © »f it , and leaving 
all the Spectators of this his 
happy End, diſlolv'd in Tears 
at this long Separation, in going 
to inherit, I hope, a Crown of 


Glory, which God hath prepa- | 
red for all them which unfcign- | 


edly love and ſincerely ſerye 
him.

As he had requeſted , That 
no Pomp nor State ſhould be 
uſed at his Funeral, no more 
than any Elogium thould be 
made of him (tluch was his rare 
Modeſty and Humility :) So did 
he deſire to be buried in Dal/for 
Church-yard , and to have a 
plain Stone laid over his Grave 
with no other Inſcription, but 
that ſuch a Day and Year died 
Edward, Biſhop of Carliſle. 

Which accordingly was per- 
formed. Theſe his two laſt 
Requeſts are a declaration to the

But that which would have 
been moſt uſeful ro the Church 
of God, if it had pleafed the 
Almighty ro haye granted him 
Life to finiſh it, was a Treatiſe 
call'd by him, Perla Chriſti, or, 
The Words of Chriſt. His deſign 
in it was this; 

He conſidered, how preat an 
Eye-ſore it was to all good 
Men, to ſee Chriſtians perſecute 
each other, and as violently as 
thoſe of the ſame Religion had 
been Perſecuted in former Ages 
by the grofleſt Hereticks , by 
Jews 
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Jews or Heathen Infidels. Hig 
deſire therefore was to make 
enquiry (I now uſe his own Ex- 
preſlions) into the Cauſes and 
Reaſons why Chriſtians ſhould 


| be ſo animated agpainſt one ano- 


ther, and having fix'd it in his 
Mind and Judgment , that all 
reaſons of this, and indeed of 
the decay of Chriſtianity in 
general , were to be reſolved 
into this one ; namely , the not 
duly attending unto the Words 
of our Saviour ; not only his 
Precepts and Doctrins , but all 
his Sayings. 

He therefore thought it not 
an unprofitable Task , to bring 
into one Body and Complex all 
the Words and Sayings of our 
Saviour , which lye diſperſed in 
the four Evangeliſts ; making 


them appear in a diſtin& and | 


larger Character from the Words 
with 
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with which they have a nece(- 
ſary connexion and dependance. 
In the Words (faith he) uttered 
by our Saviours own Mouth, or by 
dire conſequences from them, 
we may find a Body of Divinity, 
a Complex of all neceſſary Theo- 
logical Truths, fundamental to 
the Faith. Here ( added he) 
may be found ground for deciſion 
of Controverſies, ſo as to keep us 
from Erring damnably,or Sinning 
mortally; for reſolving all Caſu- 
iſtical Points of moment to Sat- 
vation, Here we might learn to 
dire aud moderate our Paſſions, 
to attain and exerciſe all Yer- 
tues, and ſhun all Vices. Here 
(fairh our Prelate) patzence to 
bear, and ſtrength to conquer all 
Aﬀiiftions. From our Saviours 
Lips have flowed words of ſweet- 
eſt Conſolation to ered} the Soul, 
when oppreſſed under _— 


burthens. 
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So far as to the Reaſon and 
Foundation of his Work , now 
hear him as to the manner and 
platform of it. And that was 
this; he would endeavour to 
ſhew from the time in which, 
and the occaſion upon which, 
each ſaying was uttered by Our 
Saviour, the ſcope and drift of 
his Words, and what applics- 


tion may be made of them for | 


our inſtruction; either to guide 
us in our Faith, or to direct us 


in our life, in ſeveral Caſes and | 
Occurrences. 
This was the deſign, and this 


the method of the pious Au- 


thor in that imperfect Treatiſe | 


of his, Yerba Chriſti, A work 


truly worthy of its Aurhor, and | 
agreeable to the pacific temper | 
of him in particular , and to } 
the defign of -Chriſtianity in 
Bur his being ſnatch'd 

away 


general. 
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away by the rude hand of 
Death, in the very beginning of 
that undertaking,as the Learned 
and Pious Archbiſhop Z/her 
was in the proſecution of his 
Sacred Chronology, hath left it 
an Abortive, A loſs which as 
it cannot now be retrieved, is 
not enough to be lamented ; 
ſince it might have contributed 
in part to allay the flames, 
and cool the heats among Chri- 
ſtians ; which adminiſter ſo 
much occaſion thereby of Scan- 
dal tro the common Enemies of 
our Faith, Jews, Mahometans and 
Hearhens. 

And th6 his Name ſhould not 
live in theſe his ſcattered Works, 
ſome of which notwithſtanding 
may eſcape the Teerh of Time, 
if not thoſe of Calumny; yer 
will he live, art leaſt, in the 
remembrance of all yertuous 

and 
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and honeſt Men, who knew his 
real Merit and Worth. The 
Hopes which I have conceived 
of the duration of his unſpotted 
Fame, obliges me to haſten to a 
Concluſion, after 1 have endea- 
voured to draw his Picture in 
Miniature,in Little ; tho therein 
I ſtand in need of the Pencil of 
an rbin, or an Angelo. 

His Learning (to tezin with 
that which is not the leaſt Cha- 
ractcriſlic of a good Divine ) 
was ſufficiently atteſted in thoſe 
public Exerciſes performed by 
him with ſo much Applaule, 
and attended with ſo much 
Pomp (as hath been already 
mentioned ) before that famous 
Univerſity, and which certainly 
wanted not many Men as fit 
to judge of worth, as there are 
others to cenſure it without 
any Title to that unmannerly 

Freedom, 


v! 
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Freedom , but Confidence and 
Ignorance. 

How his Preaching was re- 
ceivd and valued in the Uni- 
verſity, hath been already 
ſhewn; and with fo clear a 
demonſtration , that Venerable 
Antiquity cannot furniſh us 
wich many parallel Inſtances. 
"Tis true, in his Elder years he 
had declined to uſe thar florid 
way of Preaching, for which he 
had been ſo much celebrated in 
his Younger times; and tho 
after thar he affected no pom- 
pous Expreſſions, no gawdy 
Oratory ; yet were his Reaſons 
maſculine , his Arguments co- 
gent, and his Phraſe plain ana 
clear; and have offence to 
none but ſome ſuperficial Wir- 
lings : Perſons who applaud 
nothing but their own Tinſel- 


ware, and conſequently judged 
H his 
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his ſtudied Plainneſs to be in- 


compatible with the deſign of a | 


Pulpit-harangue. 
His Humility fer off all his 
other Vertues , like a Diamond 


in a Ring; and was fo conſpi- 


cuous , that, tho it gave a 
greater luſtre thereto among 
good and ſober Men; yet did 
his humble condeſcenſion to the 
meaneſt of Men, and. eſpecially 
to any of thoſe who had a Ray 


of the Immortal Wiſdom dart- - 


ing upon their Souls, ſeem to 
leſſen him among the unthink- 
ing Rabble, who being ſtrangers 


to his real Worth, reſolved to | 


diminiſh it. 

And tho he was remarkable 
for this laſt Vertue, and which 
may be ſaid (at leaſt) to be the 
Nurſe of the reſt; yet as he in 
all Buſineſſes of moment pon- 
dered long with himſelf all the 

Cauſes 
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Cauſes and Circumſtances there- 
of, and reſolved them into Caſes 
of Conſcience, when he had 
once thus fatisfied his Conſci- 


ence, and conſulted therein his 


Judgment, 'twas not the infinu- 
ations of the promiſing Flat- 
terer that could perſwade , nor 
the frowns of the Great that 
could byaſs or withdraw him 
from his Poſt, and from the 
lines of Juſt and Right; alrh6 
in more minute Matters he 


| might in ſome Caſes be impoſed 
| upon, by his Credulity to thoſe 
* who therein pretended to adviſe 
him. And, to finiſh that part 
of his Portraiture , in the ma- 
; nagement of Public Concerns 
| he ſhew'd himſelf to be both 
 Prudent and Couragious. In all 


Affronts or Reproaches caſt up- 


' on him, as a Private Man, his 
' Reaſon and ſweet Temper ſo 


H 2 far 
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far ſubdu'd his paſſionate Re- 
ſentments, as not to ſtudy any 
Revenge againſt the Offender. ' 
He would have look'd upon 
himſelf as a notorious Violater 
of the Divine Precepts, it he 
did not forgive Injuries , and 
write them in the Duſt. The 
tart Reflections which enſucd 
{uch a Crime, as the meditating 
3 a Revenge, were made upon 
himſelf; and he inferr'd , That þ 
God was diſpleaſed with his | 
ways, ſince thoſe became his | 
Enemies whom he had obliged * 
to a more Friendly procedure, | 
by his having formerly loaden | 
them with Kindneſſes. For ne 
uſed to ſay; It was juſt with } 
God to ſuffer him to be ſo ill 7 
uſed by Men, who had been far * 
more ingrateful to God. And, ' 
if herein ſome ſallies of Paſſion 
ſhewed, that he was a Man; 
his 


| | 
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his quick correQtion of them 
ſhewed, that he was a Chriſtian. 
How patiently, and how calmly 
did he often reſent ſuch Indigni- 
ties to his private Perſon! of 
which all the above-mentioned 
Diſcourſe is intended. 

His Piety might be read in 
viſible Characters, in his public 
Actions, and was beſt drawn by 
his own Pencil in his Diaries, 
and in keeping his Birch-day 


with Faſting and Prayers; ſome 


of which I have here added, 
that by this taſte the Reader 
may perceive, how near this 
Prelates Devotion came to the 
warm Zeal and vigorous Piety 
of the Chriſtians of the firſt 
Ages ; and how much his hum- 
ble complaining of his !niirmi- 
ties, and the mean performances 
of his Duty, when at beſt, ſuirs 
with their holy Practices.

Hen T make a ſerious 
retroſpett into the ſeve- 
ral Stages of my paft Life , I 
cannot but acknowledge a continued 
Series of merciful Providences 
from God towards me in my ſeve- 
ral Capacities ; but I have cauſe 
to lament, that my Returns have 
been very wnſuitable. 

God aſſiſt me with his Holy 
Spirit, and Wiſdom , and grant, 
that I may improve my left 
Talent, aud all the remaining 
Moments of my Life, to gain a 
comfortable aſſurance, That Death 


ſhall open a Gate to let my Soul paſs 


out of the old Priſon of this Body, 
into 
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into that Freedom to which the 
Son of God gives right, even to 
the glorious liberty of the Sons 
of God. O, that I might ſo 
preach him in his XK, Row of 
Grace, that I may be one, tho the 

meaneſt in his Kingdom of Glory !

: | Dir ! thy Mercy is moſt ſeen 
: in Judgment, when it is

' ble Diſobedience. But by this 
Touch thou haſt graciouſly healed 
me of that , giving me time and 

i 4 oppor- 
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opportunity to book up at thee, 
now admoniſhing by thy Finger. 
From this I fee nothing but the 
ſweetneſs, indulgence and mercy 
of a wiſe Father : In my ſelf ne 
thing but the flubbornneſs and 
rebellion of a perverſe Child. 
O, how have I abuſed a longer 
reign of Health for now well nigh 
Thirty years ! 


If I ſhould write all his Medi- 
rations, I might tranſcribe a good 
part of his Diary. 

You have here had a Speci- | 
men of his private Devotion; 
in the next and laſt place we 
ſhall conſider , whether his Li- | 
berality to the Poor and Needy | 
was agreeable to his Sacred | 
Character, or no. | 

In examining his Actions by | 
the Teſt of this Vertue , we : 
ſhall find thar he left a large | 

Inven- 
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Inventory of charitable Deeds. 
And, as Nerva Ceſar was called 
Pater Patrie, the Father of his 
Country, by reaſon of his gen- 
tle and kind Government ; ſo 
might he be termed Pater Pay- 
perum, the Father of the Poor, 
for his liberal Donative to them, 
unto whom his Compailion was 
never deny'd, nor his Hand 
cloled up, without ſomething 
to warm their Hearts and chear 
their Spirirs ; and what was ſtil] 
more obliging , what ke be- 
ſtowed was with a free heart, 
raking pleaſure in the good 
Offices he did any of thoſe 
Myſtical Members of Jeſus 
Chriſt. 

To deſcend to particularize 
the ſeveral methods of this Bi- 
ſhops Charity, after he came to 
be ſo , would look ſomething 


like Flattery ; ſuch variety _- 
1 
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he uſe in the diſpenſing the 
Goods of Fortune to his Indi- 
gent Brethren ; ſince the Proverb 
ig theſe Dregs of Time proves 
roo truce, which aſſerts the great 
diſuſe of that moſt extorting 
Ulury, when the Ulc out-ſtrips 
the Principal. _ 

To proceed ; He uſually gave 
20s. to the Poor at Carl//le, 
when it was his turn to Preach 
there, that his Liberality mighr 
tempt them to liſten to his Do- 
Etrin. His Allowance to the 
Poor of Da!ſtou Pariſh (within 
the Limits of which Roſe-Caſtle 
ſtands) was: 30 s. a Month, be- 
ſides what was given them at 
his Caſtle-Gates, and to Sick 
People; not to mention , what 
was given them art Sacraments, 
and upon other occaſions. In 
Dear Years, when his own 
ſtock of Corn was ſpent , he 
| ordered 


re 
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ordered Barley to be bought at 
IZs. or 14s. per Buſhel, and ta 
be given to the Poor ; which 
came then in ſuch great numbers 
to the Gates, that the Porter 
who ſerved them, having ſome- 
times the curioſity to tell them, 
affirmed , that he often fery'd 
Seven or Eightſcore People in 
one and the ſame day. He al- 
lowed Mony to a School Maſter 
for teaching Eight Poor Chil- 
dren to Read, at Dalſton. He 
put out Poor Boys to Appren- 
tices. In Penſions to Poor 
Scholars at the Univerſity , and 
to ſome Indigent Perſons he gave 
327. per Annum conſtantly, for 
ſeyeral Years. To which may 
be added, his ſhare with other 
Biſhops in yearly Penſions to 
Forein Converts, and to other 
publick Charities, as the Re- 
building of S. Paul's Church ; 
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to French Proteſtants large Sums, 
&c. Nay, his Charity was often 
ſo extenſive, that he forgar his 
own Secularl ntereſt to lend 
unto God , by his Largeſſes to 
the Needy. 


At his Death, he gave to the 
Poor of eight or ninc Pariſhes, 
and in ſome other Modes of 
Charity, which amounted to 
the Sum of 200/. And what 
that pious Prelate left , his Wi- 
dow punctually performed. For 
as ſhe loved him entirely ; fo 
did ſhe ſhew her true reſpect 
for his Memory , in enlarging 
his gift. And thus that Relt- 
gious Couple, as they ſtrove 
whether ſhould love more ; fo 
did they rival each other in 
Charity. 


More- 
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Moreover I ſhould be inju- 
_ rious the memory of this good 
Biſhop, if I ſhould not further 
add, that beſides theſe Public 
Adts of Liberality, his Charity 
was yet in ſome reſpedts fo 
ſecret (according to our Bleſſed 
Saviour's Advice) that he kept a 
Private Purſe for that end, and 
that ſo private, that even his 
dear Conſort, the Partner of all 
his Joys and other Counſels , 
was a Stranger to it ; not know- 
ing how he diſpoſed of it, till 
he himſelf diſcovered to her a 
little before his death where- 
about 2o /. of that Mony lay, 
which he deſired mighr be given 
to three or four of the French 
Proteſtants, or to ſome decayed 
Gentleman of honeſt Conver- 
ſation; and that without naming 
of him. Which his _ 
Conſort accordingly PR__ 

| is 
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This laſt A& is not only a plain 
demonſtration of his extenſive 
Bounty', but how far he was 
from that pompous and often- 
rous Charity , which is made 
(by foo many) the foundation 
of /Merit in another Commu- 
n{on. 

And, as his Kindneſs was un- 
limited ro the corporal Wants 
of the Needy ; ſo no leſs com- 
paſſionate was he to thoſe who 
went aſtray from the true Fold. 
To ſuch he uſed lenity and 
mildneſs, endeavouring to bring 
them into the. way by ſtrong 
Argumenrs and ſoft Words ; 
convincing their erronious Judg- 
ments by Reaſon and Scripture, 
rather than by aftrighting them 
with Corporal puniſhments, out 
of that by-way into which they 
had fallen by miſtake. As to 
his own Practice, none could be 

more 
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more obſeryant of the Rules of 
the Church of E»g/and than he 
was; tho he pitied the Errors 
of others, who differed from 
him in Opinion. 


To conclude, May this mean 
Monument, which I have ere- 
ed to the Memory of this 
Right Reverend Prelate, ſuffice 
to continue his Name, and the 
Hiſtory of his Vertues to ſuc- 
cceding Ages, and that thereby 
the luſtre of his Pious Actions 
may ſo ſhine forth in this de- 
bauched and profligate Age , 
that others may be induced to 
Copy after ſo fair an Example ; 
ſerving God faithfully and fin- 
cerely in this Life , and enjoy- 
ing him eternally in that which 
1S to COME.
